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Union, A.D.L. Hurl Charges 
Of Anti-Union, Communism 


NEW YORK—Jewish leaders throughout the United States were 
studying charges and counter-charges made by the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of B’nai B'rith and Local 19 Social Service Employes 
Union of the C.I.O. 


The Union charged that the A.D.L. “arbitrarily refused to 
recognize Local 19” and termed the action “profoundly undemo- 
cratic.” In a telegram to all executive directors, Jewish Federa- 
tions, Welfare Funds and Community Councils, it asked that the 
A.D.L.’s anti-union stand be brought to the “attention of your 
jocal council before any allocation is made to them.” 


Says Communist Reputation Well-Known 

In its own correspondence to Jewish leaders throughout the 
country, the A.D.L. charged that “this Union has the well-known 
public reputation of having a Communist-dominated leadership.” 

The ADL communication said in part: “The facts are these: 
in 1945 we reached an agreement with our staff which involved 
considerable adjustment in wages and improvement in working 
conditions. At that time, our employees did not wish representa- 
tion by an affiliated organization so we negotiated directly with 
them. We are now operating under the third such agreement 
arrived at after such negotiations. In November of last year 
the Social Service Employees’ Union began organizing our em- 
ployees and we have been reliably informed that many of them 
joined this organization at that time. Soon thereafter, the Union’s 
representative requested recognition of the Social Service Em- 
ployees’ Union for the entire staff, including our executives. Later, 
our executives resigned from this union. Consequently the union 
altered its demand and asked for recognition only for the clerical 
employees. 

“After a great deal of consideration, our Board of Directors 
has determined that it will not recognize the Social Service Em- 
ployees’ Union affiliated with the United Office and Professional 
Workers of America, for the reason that this Union has the well- 
known public reputation of having a Communist dominated 
jeadership.” 


United Jewish Appeal Signs Up With Union

CZECH WORKERS STRIKE AS FACTORY 
RETURNED TO JEW; GOVERNMENT GETS IT

PRAGUE—A factory which had been restored to Emil 
Bear, a Czech Jew who fied the Nazis during the war, was 


taken over by the government 


during the week-end following 


a strike by workers in the entire Warnsdorf district of Bo- 
hemia, where the plant is situated. The strikers insisted that 
Bear had engaged before the war in “Germanization” of Cezch 


industry. 


The industrialist, who was attacked in the streets and 
was taken into “protective custody,” has been released. His — 
lawyer’s apartment was stormed by a mob. It is reported that 
Bear was summoned to the local government office and given 
ten minutes to sell his property to the government. 

At an extraordinary meeting of the Council of Jewish 
Communities here, both Bear’s arrest and the confiscation of 





his property were protested. 
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S I read in Margoshes column in The Day, at the Administra- 

tive Council of the Zionist Organization of America in Pitts- 
burgh, Dr. Silver protested against the efforts made by his op- 
ponents to smear him as a reactionary and anti-labor. To quote 
Dr. Margoshes: “As to his own attitude to Labor generally and 
Labor Zionism in particular, Dr. Silver said he needed only to 
point to his record. It was good enough for the Labor Zionists in 
this country, as late as a few months ago, to invite him to address 
their biggest meetings and even to propose naming one of the 
bin. ches of the Jewish National Workers’ Alliance after him, and 
surely nothing has happened since to fundamentally change that 
condition.” 

Except for the split infinitive, I am ready to endorse the words 
of Margoshes. I have myself, on several occasions, pointed out 
the unfairness of pinning an anti-labor label on Silver. Neverthe- 
less, one cannot leave it at that. 

Silver’s opponents have tried to maneuver him into an anti- 
labor position, and failed. They have failed with Silver—but there 
is a danger they may succeed with some of his followers, and that 
geome of Silver’s over-enthusiastic followers may succeed where his 
opponents failed—and make Silver the titular head of an anti- 
labor trend in Zionism. 

Now let’s get down to brass tacks.

SOME WEEKS AGO a house burned down in Heightstown, 
'N. J. How that event is going to be treated within the near future 
will form the real test of whether the General Zionists of America 
are or are not anti-labor; it will be the test of whether the newly- 
treated World Confederation of General Zionists will be a force 
for good or for evil. 

Ifsofar as any single individual bears the responsibility for 
that turn of events, it is Dr. Israel ‘Goldstein rather than Dr. 
Abba Hillel Silver. Silver’s main field of activity is not the internal 
Zionist scene—and he has his hands full. Goldstein, as the Presi- 
dent of the World Confederation of General Zionists, is responsible 
for the policy of that body and for the attitude of General Zion- 
ists towards labor and toward other parties in Zionism. 

Will the World Confederation of General Zionists seek to rem- 
edy the evil of excessive partisanship rampant among other groups 
er will it create an excessive partisanship of its own which is 
bound to become even worse than that of the others?

THE DOMINANT PARTY in Labor Zionism, Mapai, has de- 
veloped certain abuses. I don’t know whether those abuses are 
really as bad as they are sometimes pictured, but I know enough 
to know that the abuses are there. I am gonvinced that the scan- 
dalous behaviour of Nahum Goldman and the World Jewish Con- 
gress had the tacit approval of the Mapai because of partisan 
considerations and because leading Labor Zionists hold lucrative 
posts in the World Jewish Congress. I hear that in Europe the 
emissaries of Labor Zionist groups discriminate against prospec- 
tive immigrants to Palestine who are not members of the party. 
I don’t know how true that charge is. But even it is exaggerated 
--which it probably is—it is perfectly reasonable for General Zion- 
ists to form an organization whose purpose it is to look after the 
meeds of prospective immigrants to Palestine and of immigrants 
in Palestine who do not care to identify themselves with any par- 
ticular ideology and wish to remain just Zionists.

» The partisan abuses of Mapai are bad enough.: But at. least 
there is the saying grace of ideological fanaticism. But if the Gen- 
eral Zionists should develop partisan abuses, it will be worse, be- 
éause it will be partisanship without ideology. General Zionists 
ean render good by taking a more detached, more impartial view, 
by acting as a brake on the excessive partisanship of others— 
provided it keeps its own head clear and its own hands clean. 

It 
was the house in which lived halutzim, young American boys and 
girls training for service in Palestine to which they have dedicated 
their lives. These boys and girls belong to Hashomer Hatzair, one 
of the Labor Zionist groups.

An Emotional Thrill at the Price of Self-Respect 
RAUD and deceit, no matter how shameless and brazen, need 
not forever fool men, if they take the pains to become enlight. 

ened and if they care to learn the truth. The fact: was proven a 
couple of weeks ago in Boston, where the Jewish’ community rose 
up against the American League for a Free ‘Palestine, and com. 
pelled the traffickers in Jewish misery and woes to close their 
show and leave town. Nowhere else had the local community had 
the courage to take similar action, and in numerous large cities 
the uncontrolled Ben Hechters had a field day, collecting untold 
sums of money from gullible audiences in return only for a second 
rate emotional thrill. 

It’s easy enough to understand why people give so iene. The 
entotional appeal’ of “A Flag Is Born” is designed to. stimulate 
just such response, In their giving people experience a sort of 
vicarious participation in the difficulties and hardships of Europe’s 
surviving Jews, especially when presented as dramatically and as 
skillfully as in the Hecht show. 

The few who dared ask what happened to the money, or who 
questioned the claims of the American League for a Free Pales. 
tine with regard to actual lives saved, were usually silenced with 
a look or a word of scorn. How could such beautiful emotion be 
wrong? ‘It is a tribute to the moral integrity of Boston Jewry that 
they were not as gullible as their brethren in Chicago, Phila. 
Gelphia, Detroit, New York and elsewhere, and the “Flag” ended a 
scheduled two-week run after five nights. 


AND ALL THE FACTS available prove that the Boston Jews 
were right—and everybody else was played for suckers by an adroit 
group of propagandists whose specialty is influencing public opin- 
ion: In the “Congress Weekly” of February 21, 1947, Jesse Zel 
Lurie, New York correspondent of the Palestine Post, wrote: ‘The 
truth, the whole truth and nothing but the truth is that not one 
single immigrant has been brought to Palestine, every Jew in 
Palestine knows this for a fact. If Ben Hecht can prove anything 
to the contrary he can sue for libel.” 

The only ship ever remotely identified with the League flashed 
into headlines several weeks ago when reports had it that a vessel 
bearing the name of “The Ben Hecht” was nearing the shores of 
Palestine. Then came the report that it had been intereepted. 
The ghost ship suddenly disappeared from the news, and the British 
declared that none of the news reports had emanated from them. 
It seems that the League publicity people, desperate for at least 
ONE shipload of immigrants to substantiate all their claims of 
these many months, had prematurely released the stories. 

Oh, there was a ship all right. It was anchored in New York 
harbor for many weeks, and columnists, commentators, public 
figures were wined and dined aboard it for a long time. Finally 
this “showboat,” as Lurie calls it, aroused a protest ‘ftom British 
quarters, and tremendous hardship was as a result caused to those 
who carry on the genuine work of refugee rescue, but without pub 
licity and klieg lights. When last heard of “The Ben Hecht” was 
still pulled up at its dock in the harbor of Le: Havre whence, as. of 
this writing, it has not yet departed.’ A mix-up-in schedules caused 
the premature releases to the press, as the New York’ committee 
became impatient. After all—even ONE ap: would be + sia to 
add fact to their fictions. 


THIS IS ALL JEALOUSY on the part of the Zionist ‘Organiza. 
tion of America and other American Zionist groups resent all 
the publicity that the League is getting, so run the counter 
arguments of many. We don’t care what the Zionists say. The 
League is doing a good piece of work—we approve of the resistance 
im Palestine which they support and we'll help them! 

As a matter of fact, the Jews in Palestine want nothing to do 
with them, and repudiate completely the League and its activity, 
which consists almost exclusively of advertisements, dramatic . spec. 
tacles and cocktail parties. Even the Revisionists, who: are looked 
upon as extreme Zionists, have denounced the theories and prin- 
ciples of the Peter Bergson outfits and their various fronts. . 

And this fact should be made clear. The League is NOT a 
Zionist body at all. They have stated in their advertisements: “We 
do not think it advisable or feasible to transfer Palestine into a 
Jewish Commonwealth.” 

On the one hand is the incontrovertible mass of evidence which 
proves that the League is misleading, ineffective and a disruptive 
influence.

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Schwartz Relates Interesting Bits of Sidelights on Anti-Semitism

not read the book of Laura Hobson which 
seems to be heading toward the best seller class. 
The theme, as I gather from the reviews, i$ an inter- 
esting one. A Gentile in order to find out just what 
being a Jew is like, poses as one and soon finds out. 
When he writes a letter, signed Mr. Green, that is 
one thing, but when he is presented as Mr. Green- 
berg, it is quite another matter. 


Oddly enough, something that matches and even 
surpasses this fictional theme, goes on daily in Ameri- 


’ can life. Or at least in New York life. There are 


young men and women who are regarded and treated 
as Jews who actually are not Jews, while there are 
also many young Jews who are not known as such. 


This all comes about from the fact that the law 
of New York requires that foundlings whose par- 
entage is unknown be alternated among the three 
faiths, Catholic, Protestant and Jewish. If, let us 
say, ninety-nine infants abandoned by their parents 
during a year, thirty-three are given to Catholics, 
and a similar number to Protestant and Jewish 
agencies. So it necessarily happens that a little An- 
glo-Saxon may be raised as a Jew and a black eyed 
Jewish infant grow up a Methodist. 


FOR PURPOSE of studying the effects of anti- 
Semitism, of course Mrs. Hobson's story is better. 
I am sure that Mrs. Hobson's book is a very interest- 
ing one, but however interesting it may be, it prob- 


ably could never match a compilation of some of the 
actual instances of discrimination. 

The following, for instance, is one case that has 
come to my personal attention. The case involves a 
descendant of one of the early Presidents of the 
United States, a man who was not unfriendly tog 
Jews, But this descendant, who operates a large real 
estate firm, would hire no Jews. However, a young 
Jewish divorcee obtained the job of stenographer by 
posing as a non-Jew and the anti-Semitic descendant 
of this President of the United States, fell in love 
with her. They were married. Now listen to the 
second development. 

The young woman had a child by her first Jewish 
husband, and this ex-husband upon the re-marriage 
of his wife, came to her second husband and pointed 
out to him that in the separation agreement with his 
former wife, it had been provided that, her child 
should receive a formal Hebrew education, otherwise 
the father could claim the child. So the second hus- 
band was forced to agree, and the child, still under 


* the care of the anti-Semite, now goes to Hebrew 


school. 

There is an interesting story going the rounds 
in New York about the hearing before the Legisla- 
ture of one of the bills against discrimination in 
state colleges. The Dean of one of the largest med- 
ical colleges of New York mounted the stand to 


give testimony. 


AN ATTORNEY appearing for the bill said, in 


view of the prestige of the Dean, he would not re. 
quire him to take oath. He was sure with a man 
as honored as the Dean, the oath was not necessary. 

“Now, professor,” said the lawyer, “in the case of 
applications for entrance to your medical college, - 
do you take consideration the religion of the appli- - 
cant?” “ 

“Absolutely not,” said the Dean, “it never enters ‘ 
into the question at all.” 

“Nevertheless, on the application blank, you do 
have a line on which the applicant is required to ° 
state his religion,” said the lawyer. 

“Well,” replied the Dean, “we have found that - 
in certain groups there is more emotional instability ° 
than others.” 

“I see,” said the lawyer, “but do you send for ‘ 
the applicant to examine him as to his emotional: 
instability?” 

“No,” said the Dean, “but I assure you the ques. 
tion of religion does not enter into the matter at all.” 

“That is all,” said the lawyer, “but. now I want 
you to take the oath. Please raise your hand. Do you 
solemnly swear that what you are now going to say 
is the truth, the whole truth and nothing but the 
truth?” 

“I do” replied the Dean. 

“Now, I ask you, in considering applicants for 
admission to your medical college, do you consider 
the matter of the applicant’s religion?” 

“Yes,” said the Dean.

By virtue of this approach, by 
describing how a mere physical 
net exalts and transforms, is this 
volume by the wife of the fa- 
mous Jewish painter so _ fasci- 
nating and so unusual. The fol- 
lowing few lines will serve to 
indicate how real and concrete 
Bella Chagall makes the ecstacy 
she experienced as a child when 
her mother kindled and blessed 
the Sabbath candles: 

“The last to leave the shop is 
mother. She tries all the doors 
once more to see that they are 
locked, Now I hear her patter- 
ing steps. Now she shuts the 
metal doors of the rear shop. 
Now her dress rustles, 





white table with the silver 
candlesticks dazzles her eyes. 
At once she begins to hurry. 
She quickly washes her face 
and hands, puts on a clean lace 
collar that she always wears 
on this night, and approaches 


her hand she lights one candle 
after another. All the seven 
candles begin to quiver. The 
flames blaze into mother’s face. 
As though an_ enchantment 
were falling upon her, she 
lowers her eyes. Slowly, three 
times in succession, she encir- 
eles the candles with both her 
arms! She seems to be taking 
them into her heart. And with 
the candles her weekday wor- 
ries melt away. 


She blesses the candles. She 
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whispers quiet benedictions 
through her fingers and they 
add heat to the flames. Mother’s 
hands over the candles shine 
like the tablets of the deco- 
logue over the holy ark. 

I push closer to her. I want 
to get behind her blessing 
hands myself. I seek her face. 
I want to look into her eyes. 
They are concealed behind her 
spread-out fingers. 

I light my little candle by 
mother’s candle. Like her, I 
raise my hands and through 
them, as through a gate, I mur- 
mur into my little candule 
flames the words of benedic- 
tion, that I catch from my 
mother. 

My candle, just lighted, is 
already dripping. My hands cir- 
cle it to stop its tears. 

I hear mother in her bene- 
dictions mention now one name, 
now another. She names fa,- 
ther, the children, her own fa- 
ther and mother. Now my 
name has fallen into the flame 
of the candles. My throat be- 
comes hot. 

“May the Highest One give 
them this blessing!” concludes 
mother, dropping her hands at 
last. 

“Amen,” I say in a choking 
voice, behind my fingers. 

“Good shabbes!” mother 
calls out loudly. Her face, all 
opened, looks purified. I think 
that it has absorbed the illum- 
ination of the Sabbath candles. 

“Good shabbes!” answers fa- 
ther from the other end of the 
table and rises to go to shul.”

WHILE “BURNING LIGHTS” 
deals with the “how” of Jewish 
holidays, the volume by Dr. Ju- 
lius H..Greenstone entitled “Jew- 
ish Feasts and Fasts,” a Bloch 
publication, tells the “why.” 
Scholarly in the best sense of 
the word, yet “Jewish Feasts and 
Fasts” is also a popular presen- 
tation, one which every layman 
can read with profit and with 
pleasure. 

While not ignoring origins, Dr. 
Greenstone is more concerned 
with historical evolution, and 
with the unusual customs which 
have come to be associated with 
each festival, Thus, in the dis 
cussion of Yom Kippur, an illum- 
inating essay on Kol Nidre is in- 
cluded. We learn to our aston- 
ishment that Amram Gaon call- 
ed the recitation of Kol Nidre a 
“foolish custom” and that :de- 
spite this attitude, included it in 
his prayer book, because of pub- 
lic demand. A more concise an- 
alysis of this unusual selection 
with which the Yom Kippur serv- 
ice opens it will be difficult to 
find, excepting of course in pure- 
ly scholarly volumes. 

The Memorial Service has 
come to occupy a central place 
in the worship of the Day of 
Atonement. What is the origin 
of “Yizkor”’? In all likelihood it 
appeared during the Crusades 
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“when the names of large num- 
bers of martyrs were inscribed 
in communal registers and read 
in public one day in the year.” 
“And,” adds Dr. Greenstone, “it 
was natural that Yom Kippur 
should be selected for that pur- 
pose.” 

The procedure just illustrated 
in connection with Yom Kippur is 
followed in the analysis of all 
Jewish festivals, major and mi- 
nor, with Rosh Hashonah, Suk- 
kot, Chanukah, Minor Days of 
Commemoration, Purim, Pass- 
over, Omer Days and Shabuot, 
Fasts of Tammuz and Ab, etc. 
And the result is an illuminating 
volume on the history, and de- 
velopment, of Jewish festivals. 
Because legend, history and cus- 
toms are splendidly interwoven, 
will “Jewish Feasts and Fasts” 
prove exceedingly helpful to the 
student and layman alike. 

These two volumes _ supple- 
ment each other. They should 
serve to remind the American 
Jew how impoverished his life 
has become since the observance 
of the Sabbath and the holidays 
have fallen into discard—despite 
the automobile, radio, screen, 
etc.

“HAPPINESS FOR SALE,” a 
Bloch publication (168 pages, $2), 
contains eighteen short stories 
for boys and girls of adolescent 
age. The stories, with various 
themes, are exceedingly well 
chosen both for their interest and 
subjective values. Although the 
book is definitely for the Jewish 
child, since every story is over- 
flowing with love, pride and un- 
derstanding of our people, it is 
not the “goody good” type of lit- 
erature, so abhorent to the nor- 
mal boy or girl. Mrs. Alofsin 
takes as her heroes and heroines, 
children familiar .to American 
youth, i. e. a football star, a 
camper, a school boy, a lad dur- 
ing his convalescence, a farm 
girl, etc. and under her facile pen, 
these young people come to life. 

Mrs, Alofsin uses as her sub- 
title, “Stories of Jewish Life,” 
which is a faithful description of 
the book’s content. It is teeming 
with Jewish life, told in a lively, 
and wholesome manner. The 
book is attractively illustrated, 
has a’ charming jacket, and good 
print, and in every way makes an 
excellent gift.

R EDWARD (Red) Krueck called me up 

about some basketball players of whom 

he was feeling proud, though Mr. Krueck had 

no partisan interest in the success of their 

team; Mr. Krueck was just feeling proud of 
some fine boys. 

Mr. Krueck’s interest in exemplary youths 
dates back to the time when he was a coach 
in one of the high schools of our town. He is 
retired now and in his retirement delights to 
discover new generations of fine boys coming 
up. He had called up about the basketball 
team of our Jewish Cen- 
ter. That had been some 
team this season! Twen- 
ty-seven games won and 
only one lost at this writ- 
ing. I guess that about 
makes them champions 
in our town. 


But Mr. Krueck wasn’t 
celebrating their basket- 
— ball prowess so much as 
he was their characters. As a seasoned old 
coach, Mr. Krueck is one whose exultations 
as a sportsman aren’t based only on games 
won; Mr. Krueck delights even more in mani- 
festations of courageous character that come 
out of games. He had called up especially to 
praise the characters of the basketball players 
of our Jewish Center. 

Well, everybody who attends athletic events 
knows how it is when a Jewish team or a 
Jewish individual is in a contest. The rooters 
get excited and may give vent to loud expres- 
sions that couldn’t be approved by a representa- 
tive of the Anti-Defamation League, if he were 
around. The rooters of the opposition let them- 
selves out with such shouts as “You big Jew!” 
or “You little Jew!” or similar jeering, especial- 
ly if the Jewish team or the individual Jew, 
as in a boxing match, is winning. 

That isn’t sportly but that’s the way it goes. 
If the team were Italian or Negro, it would 
hear something of the same. The basketball 
team of our Jewish Center heard it as it went 
about the city winning game after game. This 
was at first almost devastating to the Jewish 
Center boys. To get “Jew” thrown in their 
face! To have to take this in a game that was 
essentially American in technique and spirit! 
That wasn’t the American way, cértainly not 
the widely vaunted American sporting way. 

* * * 





BUT THE BOYS didn’t pity themselves, 
didn’t organize a Jewish basketball players de- 
fense league, didn’t pass resolutions. Sol El- 
stein had told “Red” Krueck what they did 
about it... “Red,” Sol said, “we got together 
and decided to play hard and decently no mat- 
ter what was shouted at us; to play the harder 
on that account.” 

Mr. Krueck, who isn’t Jewish, was feeling 
proud because these boys had the character, 
the self-respect. The slurs and jeers hadn’t 
mattered; the respect they owed themselves 
mattered much more. They hadn’t let the slurs 
get them down; they had taken them as a 
challenge toward better basketball games. The 


whole town was admiring their success. They 
had won the 27 games. They had as much as 
said: “Sure, we are Jews, and we're going to 
show you. We'll show you our characters.” 

Now all this was most pleasing to this writer 
who all along has been saying that the best de- 
fense of Jews is in exemplary character of 
Jews. Yes, we'll show Jews whose characters 
stand so high that the spewing of their enemies 
can’t touch them. We'll show Jews whose char- 
acters confound them to silence. And what if 
they don’t like us, even after they have seen 
our exalted characters and our noble behavior? 
That’s all right with us. In trying to be noble 
men we have been true .to ourselves and to 
the teaching of our fathers and to the Torah. 
That’s the main thing. 


In this is the only defense of a Jew. | can't 
reeducate the world to love me after all the 
centuries of hate it has inherited. But I can 
be the best possible kind of a man; I can walk 


on the heights where my enemies can look up 
to me even if they can’t love me. 

Thanks to this basketball team for saying 
with basketball much better than I can say it 
with words. Thanks to Mr. Krueck for bring- 
ing these boys so brightly to the hearts and 
minds of Jews.

MR. KRUECK had another report on the way 
Jews become respected when they respect 
themselves. It had to do with an incident in 
the time when he was the high school coach 
and the school’s basketball team had gone to 
Dayton, Ohio, to play there. There were some 
Jewish. boys on the team, one of them Ben 
Moskowitz. 

The game’s to be played at the Dayton Coli- 
seum, which was some distance from the heart 
of the city, and required transportation by ve- 
hicle, and it was Saturday. The team would 
have to ride to the Coliseum when it was still 
daylight and Ben Moskowitz wouldn’t ride, 
since it was still in the Sabbath hours. He 
told the boys. he had been brought up to honor 
the Jewish Sabbath and he couldn’t ride on 
the Sabbath. Ben Moskowitz said he would 
walk out to the Coliseum. It was about three 
miles. 

Then the whole team said: “If Ben’s going te 
walk it, we'll all walk it with him.” 

So the team walked with Ben Moskowitz the 
three miles to the Coliseum, observing the Jew- 
ish Sabbath with him. 

Mr. Krueck told the story with a voice in 
which there was something of reverential un- 
dertone. He had seen a segment of the human 
kind at its best: The Jewish youth faithful in 
his respect for the teaching of his fathers, the 
Christian boys respecting the Jew’s faith and 
going along with him to honor him for it. 

This looked like brotherhood in its ideal pat- 
tern. Its basis was respect. These were the 
kids living it. Mr. Krueck could hope that in 
their manhood the members of his basketball 
team still were following the bright light that 
guided them three miles to the Coliseum that 
evening of the Jewish Sabbath.

However the Rabbis were pre- 
pared to risk their lives if they 
could save the schools and keep 
the love of Torah alive in the 
hearts of Babylonia’s Jews. 

The ship had not been at sea 
many days before she was at- 
tacked by a pirate admiral of 
Spain and all the passengers, the 
four Rabbis among them, were 
shipped to Spain to be sold as 
slaves. 

Rabbi Moses ben Enoch, one of 
the four, was landed in Cordova. 
His hands were tied and he was 
herded with the other prisoners 
up on to a wooden platform in 
the marketplace, where the cap- 
tives were displayed. 

Buyers walked around the 
platform judging which were the 
strongest and healthiest slaves.

ALL AT ONCE, he noticed 
that three men had stopped in 
front of him and were gazing 
earnestly into his face.

The three Jews lost no time in 
freeing the rabbi and led him to 
the Jewish quarter where he was 
treated kindly and given a place 
to live and food and eat. He did 
not reveal who he was, for he 
feared that he would not be be- 
lieved since the pirates had left 
him nothing to provide his iden- 
tity or purpose. 

After he was recovered from 
his fearful experiences with the 
pirates, he felt it was time for 
him to find some work so that 
he could support himself and re- 
pay his benefactors. 

The townspeople asked him 
what he could do. “I am a stu- 
dent of the Law,” he said, but 
I will learn a trade and make 
my own way.” 

“Perhaps you could teach in 
one of our Talmud Torahs.”

TRUE we do not know what will happen to 
the rest of European Jewry. But for the chil- 
dren whom Youth Aliyah can reach, there is 
hope for a normal happy life. How many can 
be reached depends on the American Jewish 
women. 

Your Hadassah donation at the donor affair 


in your city is the deciding factor today just 
as it has been since the inception of Youth 
Aliyah. 

The hospital and nursing services are more 
valuable today than ever before. Almost every 
European Jew who has reached Palestine needs 
medical care, and receives it. A tuberculosis 
hospital has become an urgent necessity be- 
cause the newcomers suffered so many priva- 
tions. 

Just a short time ago, before the British de- 
ported a boatload of refugees to Cyprus, they 


.agreed to allow several hundred desperately 


ill passengers to enter Palestine if a com- 
pletely staffed hospital of 200 beds could be 
set up at Athlit by the next morning when the 
boat would be ready to depart. 

Because Hadassah women and their friends 
have been building up the Medical Organiza- 
tion in preparation for the refugees we hoped 
would be coming, the materials and staff were 
at hand. By the next morning, the hospital was 
ready and several hundred Jews recovered in 
Palestine instead of dying on the way to Cy- 
press, ‘

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The Editor's Chair, 

I am a staunch admirer of The 

Jewish Chronicle of London, even 
though my acquaintance with it 
began after the recent change in 
ownership when it was said the 
paper’s former strong Zionist 
policy was responsible for the 
shift. 
“Situated as it is in London, 
with anti-Semitic incidents trace- 
able directly to the action of ex- 
tremists in Palestine, The Chron- 
icle could use less strong words 
in criticizing Bevin and the La- 
borites and still not be accused of 
jack of courage, yet here in part 
is what is said editorially about 
Mr. Bevin: 

“Mr. Bevin’s personal reputa- 
tion is not in any way the most 
urgent issue impending on the 
Palestine problem. The history of 
an ancient people finds its climax 
here: whether their sombre voy- 
age is to end in the haven of 
political freedom or -to be pro 
Jonged through endless storms 
now depends upon the verdict of 
humanity’s highest tribunal. No 
one who cares for Palestine cares 
whether it is a feather in Mr. 
Bevin’s cap or a sword in his 
pide; the matter has gone beyond 
such trivialities. The burdens of 
office are heavy on his shoulders; 
and the spirit of Jewish history 
evokes no sympathy or under- 
standing in his heart. Where his 
illustrious predecessors were in- 
spired by exalted hopes, Mr. 
Bevin is the prey of countless 
fears. He fears the Arabs, the 
United States, the United Na- 
tions, the U.S.S.R.; he fears the 
Jewish “invasion,” the repeal of 
the White Paper, Partition, the 
Mandate, the entry of 100,000 
vefugees; and the House of Com- 
mons becomes the melancholy 
scene of platform rhetoric, with 
fear and failure in its tones. 

“No fair-minded person will 
the problem is 
deemed too intricate for the Gov- 
ernment’s resources and demands 
the processes of international 
equity for its solution. Had Mr. 
Bevin rested content with the 
narration of his failure and the 
announcement of the impending 
United Nations submission, he 
would have been beyond re- 
proach. But he went on to tra- 
duce the spirit of Jewish history, 
to enunciate from his august 
platform the explicit doctrine of 
Jewish inequality, to defend the 
White Paper policy which has 
earned the execration of liberal 
men and submerged the peace of 
the Holy Land in a rising wave 
of bitterness and discontent. All 
who cherish Palestine’s future 
and Britain's reputation for chiv- 
airy will always wish those 
words forgotten. Thirty years 
ago the society of the world, 
through its highest tribunal, for- 
mally recognized the existence of 
the Jewish people: and from that 
recognition, as effect from cause, 


©*flowed the doctrine that this peo- 


ple deserves what all other pos- 
sess—a home in which its dis- 
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tinctive ethos and culture, its spe- 
cific way of life, could be ex- 
pressed in free political and so- 
cial institutions on a level of 
equality with all other nations in 
the human family, This recogni- 
tion marked a moment of high 
purpose and deep moral import 
in the annals of human relation- 
ships. And Mr. Bevin cannot 
shape history to his own experi- 
ences by denying a profound his- 
toric truth which the human con- 
science has ratified in such sol- 
emn terms. The Jews are a peo- 
ple: they are not mere sect. Re- 
ligion, history, literature, cultural 
outlook, and the bonds of count- 
less sufferings draw these dis- 
persed communities into the 
pride and solidarity of a single 
family. Mr. Bevin sweeps all this 
aside, denies the Jewish people 
the status to which Transjordan’s 
300,000 nomads are freely en- 
titled, decrees that the collective 
ethos of Israel deserves a lesser 
status than that of Albania, in 
sists that the Arabs are seven 
nations and the Jews are not a 
nation at all. And from this fun- 
damental historic distortion he 
passes on in triumph from one 
solecism to the next.

But there is a need, too, for 
Brotherhood Week between Jew 
and Jew. There is too much 
labelling and name-calling in 
Jewish life today. Zionist versus 
Zionist, antis versus the pros, 
secularists versus the religionists, 
and Orthodox against Reform. 


The surge of the latter is puz- 
zling. Several weeks ago the bul- 
letin of a prominent Orthodox 
Synagogue in New York City 
chastized its membership saying 
“When there is a Bar Mitzvo in 
a non-Orthodox synagogue many 
of our people trot over to this 
place without realizing that by 
their very presence they are con- 
doning the break from historic 
Judaism and evidence a lack of 
discipline.” How utterly brazen a 
statement to make at a time 
when we are six million fewer 
than we were a decade ago and 
need the strength of every Jew 
in the totality of Jewish life in 
America. How utterly false to.the 
Jewish principle of “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.” 


Recently I attended a banquet. 
An Orthodox. representative 
sought to curry favor with the 
audience by apologizing to them 
for my being a Reform Rabbi, 
saying “we all know that a man 
must make a living, that is why 
our friend (?) became a Reform 
Rabbi.” How utterly discourteous, 
to put it mildly. 


There is need for Brotherhood 
Week between Jew and Jew. Let 
some of the national organiza- 
tions which are tripping over 
each other in their duplication 
of work devote themselves to a 
project of better understanding 
between Jew and Jew in Amer- 
ica. .

OR some time now, and the interval can 
be measured by years, The Post has not 
commented editorially on what it seemed was 
then a serious flaw in our local Jewish or- 
ganizations—the failure of local groups to give 
recognition and positions of importance to 
younger men.

“For many years past the young men of 
Seattle have given the following reasons for 
not joining the lodge or not attending the 
Lodge meetings once they had joined: There 
is no place in the lodge for a young man; the 
elders run the lodge with an iron hand; the 
young man can’t get in a word edgewise; if he 
does get in a word, no one will listen to him; 
there is nothing there to hold his interest; B’nai 
B'rith has no appeal to the young man. These 
and many more like them were the reasons 
for Seattle lodge’s dearth of active young men. 
It must be admitted that there was much 
truth in these statements. However, today, the 
Situation in the lodge has changed but the 
attitude of the young men has not. The past 
and the present administration have been put- 
ting forth every effort possible to interest the 


The Awakening 


EVERAL recent moves in the Orthodox rab- 
binate warrant notice and commendation. 
Most important probably is announcement of 
the “virtual completion” of the text of the new 
Orthodox prayerbooks. (See news article in this 
issue.) 

Next in significance is the appointment by 
the Rabbinical Council of America of Rabbi 
Morris Max as Executive Vice President. Rabbi 
Max will be executive director of the RCA and 
is the first full time director ever to be em- 
ployed by the group.

The Jewish Book Council of Philadelphia has 
shown the way to other Jewish communities 
by extending the Jewish Book idea to a year- 
round program. There is much that can doubt- 
lessly be accomplished through a local ap- 
proach in getting the community interested in 
good Jewish reading. A concerted effort will 
succeed in developing in each community cells 
of Jewish book-readers, hence thinkers on Jew- 
ish affairs. It is natural that this idea should 
have originated in Philadelphia, home of the 
Jewish Publication Society of America, but it 
would be most unnatural if other communities 
were not to follow the example. Jewish read- 
ing circles, and weekly discussion groups to re- 
view and analyze the book, would help to fur- 
ther the project. We approve, furthermore, of 
the Philadelphia Book Council’s policy that the 
month-to-month choice should be “governed by 
the literary merit, timeliness and the message, 
rather than the date of publication.”

Nationally, however, a glance at our large 
organizations shows that except for the presi.

As a matter of fact, the regula-

May I add that at this writing, 
five of the largest congregations 
and two smaller ones, comprising 
close to 2,000 families, have al- 
ready adopted the plan.
